Tbe dull rumbling was followed by two 
load crashes and terrible lightning and 
rooking. Tbe panto at Hereford ma so 
groat that one woman died of (right. 
Many chimneys tell. All tbe plumule* 
on the St Nicholas obureh toppled over 
and part of the pinnacle of the Cathedral 
fell. At Liverpool tbe eartbqnske waa 
preceded bj heavy thunder and a fearful 
ball storm. It was only slightly fait In 
London. Near Shrewsbury the streets 
suddenly seemed to be on Ore and a vio- 
lent report accompanied by a (baking of 
tbe earth.

Congress, at its last session, alter long 


and patient consideration adopted with 
practical unanimity tbe vlow expre&ed by 
yoor committee that tbe time bos come 
for returning intervention with Spain tor 
tbe recognition of tho Independence of Cu- 
ba. Spain having declined to listen to 
any representation founded on an under-

that Europe has invariably asserted and 
prantlced the right to Interfere, btth col 
lectively and separately, ami.ioble and for- 
olbly, in every instance, except that of 
Poland, where a European people bas re- 
sorted to Insurrection to obtain independ- 
ence.

wish Is to avoid even tbe appearance ot 
an unfrlendlBejs -which is wholly foreign 
to its tbo'URbt. For more than a hundred 
years, amidst divernretit or clashing inter- 
ests and on-leJ-trsijuentaod seTero strains 
tbe two governments bave succeeded In 
avoiding collision and there is no friendly 
office which Spain could ask, wbtah tbe 
CFoited States, within tbe limits of tbelr 
established principles and policy, wonld 
not be glad to extend. In the present in- 
stance they are actuated by an earnest 
wish to avoid the danger of seeming to 
provoke a conflict. 


Tbe practice of Europe in regard to in- 


tervention, as ID the Instances cited, bas 
been almost Invariably harsh and oppres- 
sive. Tbe practice at tbo United Stales 
baa been almost Invariably mild and for 
bearing. 


Among tbe precedents which have been 


so numerously cited, there can bo no 
doubt as to tbe choice. The most moder- 
ate is the best. Among these, the otti 
tude rokeu by Presldent|Monroe In 1893 ts 
tbo only attitude wbtcb can prorerly be 
regarded as obligatory tor a similar situ 
atlou today, Tbe course pursued By tbe 
United States In tbe recognition of Co 
lombialstbe only course which congress 
can consistently adopt.
